THE KERALA APPROPRIATION (No. 2 ) Act , 1959. 


An Act to authorise payment and appropriation of certain 
sums from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of 
Kerala to the service of the financial year ending on the thirty 
first day of March , 1960. 

Preamble. — WHEREAS it is necessary to provide for the 
appropriation of certain sums from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State of Kerala to the service of the financial year 
ending on the thirty -first day of March , 1960 ; 

BE it enacted in the Tenth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 

1. Short title.This Act may be called the Kerala Appropria 
tion (No. 2 ) Act, 1959. 

2. Issue of Rs. 83,47,20,300 from and out of the Consolidated 
Fund of the State of Kerala for the financial year 1959-60 : 
From and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of Kerala, 
there may be paid and applied sums not exceeding those speci 
fied in column ( 3 ) of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate , 
to the sum of eighty- three crores, forty- seven lakhs, twenty 
thousand and three -hundred rupees towards defraying the 
several charges which will come in course of payment during 
the financial year ending on the thirty - first day of March , 1960, 
in respect of the services specified in column (2 ) of the Schedule . 

3. Appropriation : -The sums authorised to be paid and 
applied from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the State of 
Kerala by this Act, shall be appropriated for the services and 
purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to the financial 
year ending on the thirty- first day of March , 1960.

ORDER 
With a view to provide cheap source of water supply to the land 
holders and cultivators, of the erstwhile Malabar District, Government 
have in the G. P. read as first paper above , sanctioned a scheme for the 
sinking of Filter Point Tube Wells. The cost of sinking a filter point 
tube well and fitting it with a hand pump is estimated at Rs. 225 as 
follows:

2. The Government now direct that the scheme be extended to the 
entire State including the area covered by the Community Development 
Programme and that a sum not exceeding Rs. 225 (Rupees Two hundred 
and twenty -five only ) be granted as loan towards sinking of Filter Point 
Tube Wells. The Director of Agriculture will review in January every 
year the cost of sinking a well and submit proposals to Government, for 
any revision in the amount of the loan to be given in each case . The 
wells will be sunk in accordance with the Rules appended to these pro 
ceedings. 

3. The Director of Agriculture in respect of non -Block areas and the 
Collectors of the Districts in respect of Block areas will maintain a con 
solidated account and furnish the annual closing balance certificates for 
the scheme to the Comptroller. 

4 . The expenditure incurred by the Community Development Depart . 
ment for sinking of Filter Point Tube Wells in Block areas will be debited 
to the loan provision available under " Irrigation in 63-B.A . or B. as the 
case may be" . On completion of the work the entire cost incurred by

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the Department will be tranfer debited to P. Loans and Advances (1 ) 
Loans and Advances under C. D. Programme by a corresponding credit 
to LIA - B -Receipt on account of C. D. or N. E. S. as the case may be. 

The Block Development Officer after realisation of 75 per cent of 
the cost of the amount and interest therefor may adjust the subsidy due 
to the party by debit to the Grant portion under "63- B.A . or B - Irriga 
tion " and credit to " P. Loans and Advances ( 1 ) Loans and advances 
under C. D. Programme" . 

5. The expenditure towards sinking of the wells in non -block areas 
in the erstwhile Malabar District and Kasargode area will be debited 
to " P. Loans and Advances by State Government. ( 1 ) Advances to culti 
vators- 9 - Loans under Madras Agriculturists Act, (2 ) Loans for sinking 
filter point tube wells" . 

6. The head of account to which the expenditure should be debited in 
non -block areas of the Travancore - Cochin area of the Kerala State will 
be intimated separately by the Agriculture Department.

RULES FOR THE SINKING OF FILTER POINT TUBE WELLS 

1. These Rules may be called " The Sinking of Filter Point Tube Well 
Rules , 1959" and shall apply to Block areas included in the Community 
Development Programme and to Non -Block areas. 

2. Filter Point Tube Wells of specifications approved by the Director 
of Agriculture will be sunk and fitted with hand pumps in suitable hold 
ings of cultivators and land holders. 

3. Applications for sinking of Filter Point Tube Wells should be made 
in Form I annexed to these Rules to the Block Development Officer in 
the case of Block areas and to the Agricultural Assistant having juris 
diction over the area in the case of Non - Block areas. 
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4. All applications should be accompanied by the following : 

(1) Chalan for Rs. 15 towards hire charges for the Agriculture 
Department credited to " XXIX - Agriculture (xlll) Receipts on account 
of Agricultural Engineering - Hire Charges on Filter Point" . 

(1 ) ( a ) Name and address of two sureties who will execute the 
surety Bond and a solvency certificate of each of the suretles duly signed 
by the Village Ofncer ; 

OR 
( b ) List of land and other immovable properties of the value 
of not less than Rs. 500 to be offered as security with documents to 
prove the title of the applicant to the properties and encumbrance certi 
ficate for 12 years. 

5. ( 1) The Block Development Officer shall within one week of receipt 
of the application make necessary enquiries regarding the solvency and 
bona fides of the applicant and the usefulness and necessity of the work . 

( ii ) If the Block Development Officer is satisfied of the necessity 
and possibility of sinking the Filter Point Tube Well in the applicant s 
holding, he shall sanction the scheme and intimate the applicant the cost 
of sinking the well and fitting it with a hand pump with reference to the 
current rate including the hire charges paid by him in advance . Copies 
of the sanction order shall be forwarded to the Collector , the District 
Agricultural Officer and the Director of Agriculture. The B. D. 0. shall 
also direct the applicant to execute an agreement in Form II annexed 
to these rules and a surety Bond in form III annexed to these rules or a 
mortgage deed in Form IV annexed to these rules as the case may be. 

6. (1) In the case of Non -Block areas , the Agricultural Assistant 
shall within one week of receipt of the application make necessary 
enquiries regarding the bonafides of the applicant and the usefulness and 
necessity for the work and forward the application to the District Agri 
cultural Officer with his recommendation . 

( ii) If the District Agricultural Officer is satisfied of the neces 
sity and possibllity of sinking the Filter Point Tube well in the appli. 
cant s holding , he shall sanction the scheme and intimate the applicant 
and the Agricultural Assitant the cost of sinking the well and fitting it 
with a hand pump with reference to the current rate including the hire 
charges paid by him in advance . Copies of the sanction order shall be 
forwarded to the applicant, the Agricultural Assistant, the Collector and 
to the Director of Agriculture. The District Agricultural Officer shall 
also direct the applicant to execute an agreement in Form TI annexed to 
these rules and a surety Bond in Form III annexed to these rules or a 
mortgage deed in Form IV annexed to these rules as the case may be. 

7. The stamp duty chargeable on the documents referred to in Rule 6 
and all other expenses incidental to their execution shall be borne by the 
applicant. 

8 . On the execution of the documents in respect of non -Block areas, 
and on receipt of the report from the Block Development Officer after 
execution of the documents in respect of Block areas the District Agri 
cultural Officer shall arrange for the sinking of the Filter Point Tube 
Well. The Block Development Officer shall supervise the work of execu 
tion of the well in Block areas and arrange for the disbursement of the 
required amount to the District Agricultural Officer . 
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9. In cases where the well is sunk successfully the District Agricul 
tural Block Development Officer , shall disburse to the applicant in cash 
the hire charges remitted by the applicant and also the labour charges 
incurred by him . 

10. In the case of unsuccessful attempts of sinking Filter Point Tube 
Wells the amount of Rs. 15 remitted by the applicant towards hire charges 
and the cost of labour charges incurred by him shall not be refunded . 

11. The Block Development Officer District Agricultural Officer shall 
be responsible for the collection of the instalments and for the main 
tenance of the detailed accounts and registers to watch the repayment 
of the loan . 

12. The hirer shall pay as rent the entire cost of sinking the Filter 
Point Tube Well with interest at 5 per cent, per annum or such other 
percentage as the Government may from time to time fix in five equated 
annual insalments . The first instalment will become due on the date of 
expiry 12 nont after the date on which the Filter Point Tube Well 
is handed over to the party . 

13. A subsidy of 25 per cent of the cost of sinking the well shall be 
granted for sinking of Filter Point Tube Wells in Block areas subject 
to the condition that the well is put to use for a minimum period of one 
year. 

14. The subsidy shall be granted by waiver of the last instalment or 
instalments . 

15. The hirer shall, at any time during the hire , except in case where 
he is entitled to subsidy as provided for in Rule 13, have the option of 
purchasing the entire machinery in the Filter Point Tube Well and in that 
case he shall be given credit for all sums previously paid by him under 
these rules. In case where the hirer is entitled to subsidy he shall exer 
cise the option only after he had used the well for a minimum period 
of one year. 

16. Until the cost of sinking the well including the value of the hand 
pump is paid as provided for in these rules and the sale completed, the 
Filter Point Tube Well with the machinery shall remain the property of 
the Government. 

17. Penal Interest at the rate of 2 per cent in addition to the usual 
rate of interest shall be charged on all overdue instalments from the due 
date to the date of actual payment. 

18. If at any time the Block Development Officer District Agricultural 
Officer is satisfied that any one or more of the conditions under which 
the Filter Point Tube Well is sunk has been violated or that it is not 
being maintained properly in good working order and repair or when the 
hirer has committed two consecutive defaults in payment of the instal 
ments he shall, after recording in writing the grounds for his decision 
take either any one of or both the following steps for the realisation of 
the amount due to the Government: 

( 1) Recover the entire balance amount outstanding including the 
defaulted instalments together with penal interest at the rate of ? per 
cent per annum in addition to the usual rate of interest in lump under 
the provisions of the Revenue Recovery Act for the time being in force. 

( 1) Retake possession of the well along with the pump in the pre 
sence of two witnesses if he is satisfied that the machinery is in good 
working order and would fetch a reasonable price and take steps to 
auction it after giving wide publicity . The auction should be held within 
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15 days from the date on which the Filter Point Tube Well has been taken 
possession of. 

For this purpose the Block Development Officer District Agricultural 
Officer or any other officer authorised by him shall have the power to 
enter into or upon any premises occupied by the hirer and search the 
same. 

19. The amount realised from auction sale shall be adjusted towards 
the balance amount due from the hirer. 

20. If in case proceedings are taken under rule 18 the hirer shall not 
be allowed the benefit of the subsidy under Rule 13 . 

21. On realisation of all the amounts due to the Government inder 
these rules without resort to auction sale as laid down in Rule 18 ( ii ) 
the property in the Filter Point Tube Well shall vest in the hirer . 

22. The Block Development Officer District Agricultural Officer sha !! 
forward a quarterly statement of the demand, collection and balance in 
respect of each party to the Collector, the Director of Agriculture and 
to the Comptroller . 

23. The Director of Agriculture may for the due implementation of 
these rules :

RULES FOR THE GRANT OF LOANS TO THE JOINT 
FARMING CO -OPERATIVE SOCIETIES FOR 
FINANCING SHARE CAPITAL OF 

AGRICULTURISTS 
1, Loans may be advanced to Joint Farming Co -operative 
Societies for the purpose of advancing loans to agriculturist 
members towards share capital 

2. This concession shall be available only to Joint Farming 
Co-operative Societies registered under the new scheme sanc 
tioned in G.O. Rt.816 - Agriculture ( Co-operation ) Department 
dated 12-6-1958 . 

3. (a ) Such loans shall be interest -free and shall be repayable 
within a period not exceeding 4 years in equal annual instal 
ments of Rs. 2.50 per share, payable frora the second year 
onwards . 

(b ) The loan amount shall be utilised only for advancing 
loans to agriculturist members to complete the value of shares 
allotted to them . The value of one share shall be Rs. 10. 

4. The amount of the loan to be made available to Joint 
Farming Societies towards share capital of a member shall be 
fixed as follows : 

(i) For every 25 cents of land owred or cultivated , one 
share shall be taken by each member. 

(ii) Seventy -five per cent of the share capital shall be paid 
to members holding one acre and less . 

(iii) For holdings of over one acre and up to ten acres, the 
advance made shall be only 50 per cent of the share capital. 

( iv ) For those who own or cultivate more than ten acres , 
no advance shall be paid . 

5. The loan issued to each member shall not exceed the differ 
ence between the face value of the shares and the amount 
actually subscribed by the member. 

6. The Board of Directors of the society shall at a meeting , 
admit actual cultivators as members and allot them shares. The 
society shall collect at least 25 per cent, 50 per cent or 100 per 
cent as the case may be, of the value of the shares allotted to 
each member on the basis of the lands owned or cultivated . The 
Board of Directors shall then sanction to the members loan not 
exceeding Rs. 71 per share of every 25 cents in the case of those 
ho ding not more than one acre and Rs. 5 per share for every 
25 cents in the case of those holding more than one acre.
